Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1948. 

The  good  progress  which  has  been  made  with  the 
building  of  houses  under  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme 
has  given  considerable  relief  to  the  general  housing  problem, 
and  has  contributed  much  to  the  health  and  happiness  of 
many  families.  During  the  year  twenty-four  temporary 
houses  were  built  to  complete  the  programme  of  three  hundred 
temporary  houses.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  new  permanent 
houses  were  occupied,  and  forty-five  were  in  course  of 
erection.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  permanent  houses  have  been  completed,  giving,  together 
with  the  provision  of  temporary  houses,  a total  of  four 
hundred  and  thirty-two  new  homes. 

The  health  of  the  community  remained  good.  The  birth 
rate  fell  from  16.1  per  1,000  of  population  in  1947  to  13.9 
in  1948.  The  death  rate  was  lower.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  11.21  per  1,000  live  births  was  the  lowest  on  record  for 
the  Urban  District.  There  was  no  maternal  death. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  increased 
by  epidemic  phases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  and 
by  a higher  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Two  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  occurred,  one  of  which  was  fatal.  There  was 
no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  work  of  Sanitary  supervision  of  the  district,  and  of 
the  protection  of  food,  was  efficiently  carried  out  under  the 
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Hirection  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gaie), 
whom  1 am  indebted  for  his  ciose  coliaborat.on  and  e p

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 

LEGISLATION 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.— Section  6 (2) — 
Transfer  of  Hospitals  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

As  from  5th  July,  1948,  Cudclington  Isolation  Hospital 
was  transferred  to  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  now  forms 
part  of  the  Epsom  Hospital  Group  of  the  South-West 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Facilities  at  the 
hospital  for  fumigation  of  bedding  have  continued  to  operate. 

/ 

Section  26 — Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

The  Council  approved  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Urban  District  should  act  as  agent  for  the  County 
Medical  Officer  in  the  administration  of  these  services  as  from 
5th  July,  1948. 

Section  27 — Ambulance  Services. 

The  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  was  transferred  to  the 
administrative  control  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  on 
5th  July,  1948. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.— Section  47.— Removal 
OF  Persons  Requiring  Care  and  Attention. 

The  Council  became  responsible  for  the  operation  of  this 
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important  section  which  deals  with  the  provision  of  resi- 
dential or  hospital  accommodation  for  persons  who  are  suffer- 
ing from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions, 
are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

No  action  was  required  under  this  section  during  the  year 
1948. 


Section  50— Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead. 

One  burial  and  one  cremation  were  arranged  by  the 
■Council  under  the  duties  placed  upon  local  authorities  by 
this  section. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Epsom  and  by  the  laboratories  at  Sutton  and  Cheam 
Hospital  and  Redhill  County  Hospital. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  Public  Analyst  and  Messrs. 
Rideal,  Rideal  & Sciver  are  employed. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  original  scheme  of  the  County  Council  provided  for 
the  continuation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  as  operated  by 
the  Urban  District  Council,  and  from  5th  July,  1948,  the 
Ambulance  Station  at  White  Lodge,  Brighton  Road, 
Banstead,  continued  to  so  operate.  The  County  Council’s 
revised  proposals  for  the  Ambulance  Service  provide  for  a 
reduction  in  standard  of  this  Ambulance  Station  from  general 
service  to  emergency  service  only  and  when  this  proposal 
operates,  one  ambulance  and  one  sitting  case  car  will  be 
removed,  leaving  only  one  Ambulance  based  within  the 
Urban  District.

The  arrangements  with  the  Epsom  and  Ewell  Borough 
Council  for  the  use  of  their  mortuary  has  continued. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply. 

The  area  is  supplied  with  water  for  domestic  purposes 
from  the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company 
and  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company.  Chlorination  is 
applied  to  all  sources  of  supply. 

The  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 
Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination  by 
their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  have  their  own 
laboratory  at  their  Sutton  Works.  Samples  of  raw  and 
treated  water  are  examined  daily  by  the  Company’s  Chemist 
and  Bacteriologist. 

Routine  samples  are  taken  by  the  District  Councils  in 
the  areas  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies  at  monthly 
intervals.

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The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
throughout  the  year. 

The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plunibo-solvent  action. 

All  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  with  the  exception  of 
seven  which  are  not  reasonably  accessible  for  service,  have 
a piped  supply  of  water.  In  each  of  the  seven  exceptions, 
water  for  domestic  purposes  is  obtained  by  means  of  cartage 
from  the  nearest  available  piped  supply.  The  occupiers 
have  been  advised  to  boil  all  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Parishes  of  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-Hill  and 
Woodmansterne  are  provided  with  sewers,  which  discharge 
to  sewage  disposal  works  situate  outside  the  Urban  District. 
A portion  of  these  sewers  discharge  by  gravitation  to  the 
Croydon  Borough  Sewage  Works  via  the  sewers  of  Coulsdon 
and  Purley  U.D.C.,  and  the  remainder  of  the  sewers  dis- 
charge to  the  Sewage  Works  of  the  Sutton  and  Cheam 
Borough  Council. 

There  are  two  small  pumping  stations  in  the  district, 
one  at  Tadworth  and  the  other  at  Walton-on-the-Hill. 

The  sewer  in  Reigate  Road,  Banstead,  was  extended 
77  yards  in  1948  to  enable  the  drainage  of  a large  piggery 
at  Home  Farm,  Reigate  Road,  to  be  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  scheme  for  sewerage  of  the  Parishes  of  Chipstead 
and  Kingswood  which  was  prepared  before  the  War,  was 
again  the  subject  of  consideration  by  the  Council  during 
1948,  and,  following  upon  communication  to  the  MmisUy 
of  Plealth,  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  in- 
vestigated the  matter  in  October.  This  resulted  in  an  intima- 
tion being  received  in  December  that  the  Minister  was 
prepared  to  give  favourable  consideration  to  a minimum 
instalment  of  the  scheme  being  carried  out  as  soon  as  avail- 
ability of  labour  and  materials  permit. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1,070  cesspools  in  the 
parishes  of  Chipstead  and  Kingswood,  and  it  is  a matter  of 
urgency  that  sewers  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 


There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council, 
except  where  there  is  a public  sewer  available.  The  sewage 
IS  discharged  into  the  public  sewers  at  two  specially  con- 
structed discharging  points,  one  in  Waterhouse  Lane,  Burgh 
Heath,  and  the  other  off  How  Lane,  Chipstead.  Six  cesspool 
emptiers  are  in  operation,  but  there  is  difficulty  in  giving 

an  adequate  emptying  service,  particularly  during  wet 
weather. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  a number 
of  pail  and  tub  closets.  Of  the  latter,  60  in  the  Parish  of 
Ringswood,  21  in  the  Parish  of  Banstead,  61  in  the  Parish 
of  Chipstead  and  3 in  the  Parish  of  W^oodmansterne  are 
emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council,  on  a weekly  basis 
and  in  some  instances  twice  weekly. 

Two  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during 
the  year  at  two  dwellings  in  Banstead. 


House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  per  fortnight  by  direct 

labour.  The  refuse  of  the  Banstead  Hospital  is  collected 
daily. 

Schemes  in  respect  of  the  collection  of  salvage,  waste 
paper,  bones  and  pig  food  are  operated. 

Refuse  disposal  is  at  the  Reigate  Corporation  Destructor 
Works. 
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Trade  Refuse. 

There  is  a system  in  operation  whereby  traders  can  have 
their  trade  refuse  collected  on  payment  at  the  rate  of  6d.  per 
bin  for  dry  refuse  and  2s.  per  bin  wet  refuse,  the  bins  being 
supplied  by  the  Council  in  the  latter  case.

The  County  Council  are  the  local  authority  under  the 
Shops  Acts,  the  Urban  District  Council  being'  concerned  only 
in  respect  of  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary 
conveniences. 

One  certificate  of  exemption  relating  to  sanitarv  con- 
\eniences  was  granted  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  a lock- 
up Greengrocer’s  Shop. 
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Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools 
available  to  the  public  during  the  Summer  months.  The 
water  of  both  pools  is  mechanically  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

Three  samples  of  the  water  taken  during  1948  and  sub- 
mitted for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  were  two  investigations  in  respect  of  bed  bugs 
during  the  year,  but  in  each  case  the  results  were  negative. 


Cleansing  of  Persons. 


The  Cleansing  Station  of  the  Sutton  and  Cheam  Borough 
Council  was  used  in  1948.  A Cleansing  Station  in  the  Urban 
District  was  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sixty-one  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  during  the  year 
(19  adults  and  42  children).  The  number  of  treatments 
totalled  166  as  follows:  —

Treatment  consisted  of  bathing  and  application  of 
Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion.  No  charge  is  made  for  this 


service. 

Eight  cases  of  Head  Lice  received  treatment  at  the 
Cleansing  Station,  there  being  a total  of  22  treatments. 

The  hair  is  washed,  shampooed  and  thoroughly  combed, 
followed  by  application  of  Lethane  Oil. 


GENERAL  M.ATTERS 

Moveable  Dwellings— Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931. 

There  are  three  prohibited  areas  of  approximately  half- 
mile  radius  each,  situated  in  the  Nork  and  Tadworth  areas 
This  prohibition  continues  to  give  effective  control  of  gypsy 
encampments. 
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Proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Police  against  one  gypsy 

for  encamping  on  land  in  a prohibited  area  and  resulted  in 
a fine  of  £2. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  trades  of  this  character  carried  on  in  the 
Urban  District.

Complaints. 

Six  hundred  and  thirty-three  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year,  the  subjects  of  complaint  were  many  and 
varied. 

Supply  of  Insulin. 

In  accordance  with  the  authorisation  of  the  Ministrv  of 
Health  under  Circular  2743/1943,  the  cost  of  supplies  of 
insulin  for  two  diabetic  patients  resident  in  the  Urban  District 
was  borne  by  the  Council  during  1948.  After  5th  July  this 
supply  was  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Massage  Establishments. 

The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council 
^Act,  1931,  relating  to  the  registration  and  management  of 

Massage  Establishments  are  in  operation  in  the  Urban 
District. 

Three  such  establishments  are  situate  within  the  Urban 
District. 

Factories. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  deal  fully  during  the  year 
with  the  administrative  duties  of  the  Factories  Acts  1937 
and  1948. 

There  is  only  one  large  factory  in  the  District  and  the 
majority  of  the  remainder  are  of  a very  minor  character.  In 
relation  to  the  numbers  of  factories  given  in  the  table  below 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  definition  of  the  term 
factory  is  very  wide  in  scope.  For  instance,  premises  where 
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sausages  and  ice  cream  are  manufactured  are  within  the 
definition,  and  also  dairies,  bakehouses,  laundries  at  mstitu-

From  1st  April,  the  disinfestation  service  of  the  Council 
operated  under  the  arrangements  of  the  grant-aided  scheme 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  staffing 
of  the  service  was  augmented  by  an  arrangement  whereby 
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the  foreman  of  the  sewer  gang  is  available  to  aid  the  Rat 
Officer  when  the  need  arises.

PROGRESS  REPORT— YEAR  1948. 
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HOUSING 

Inspection  of  houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts  was  limited  generally  to  those 
where  the  conditions  were  the  subject  of  complaint  by  the 
occupiers  and  to  cases  arising  out  of  investigations  of  the 
circumstances  of  housing  applicants. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  closing 
or  demolition  of  dwellings.  There  are  a number  of  houses 
in  the  Urban  District  in  very  poor  condition  and  which, 
prior  to  the  War,  were  listed  on  the  Slum  Clearance  pro- 
gramme. During  1948,  tenants  of  some  of  these  houses  were 
rehoused  by  the  Council.  In  all  cases  these  tenants  were 
early  applicants  for  Council  houses. 

In  July,  a pair  of  houses  at  Woodmansterne  which  were 
the  subject  of  demolition  proceedings  in  1939,  were  de- 
molished by  arrangements  with  the  Owner,  by  reason  of 
their  dangerous  condition. 

Three  statutory  notices  under  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  were  served  upon  the  occupiers  of  premises 
to  provide  dustbins  and  one  statutory  notice  under  Section  44 
was  served  on  the  owner  of  a dwelling  having  insufficient 

closet  accommodation.  All  these  notices  w'^ere  complied 
with. 

Good  progress  continued  in  the  provision  of  new^  accom- 
modation, details  being  as  follows

The  reference  to  “ Standard  ” relates  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and/or  Coliform  and/or  the  Phosphatase  Test, 
according  to  the  standard  applicable  to  the  particular  type 
of  milk. 

Of  the  samples  that  failed  to  conform  to  standard,  6 
failed  in  respect  of  both  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase, 
16  failed  in  respect  of  Methylene  Blue  only,  and  2 failed  in 
respect  of  Phosphatase  test  only. 

Two  samples  were  examined  biologically  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli  with  negative  results. 

Seven  bottle  rinses  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  mean  bottle  count  reckoned  as  per  pint 
bottle  ranged  between  1,000  and  9,000.

Two  samples  of  strawberry  ice  cream  from  manufacturer 
(a)  gave  bacterial  counts  of  203,000  and  250,000  and  coliforms 
were  present  in  both. 

Manufacturer  (a)  had  installed  plant  to  comply  with  the 
Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947. 
Following  on  unsatisfactory  samples,  extensive  investigation 
was  carried  put.  Improvements  in  the  processing,  relating 
to  quicker  cooling,  greater  care  in  the  handling  of  servers 
and  storage  of  utensils,  were  suggested,  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  have  produced  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  investigations  9 samples  of  ingredients,  5 
samples  of  rinses  from  pipe  lines,  14  samples  of  the  ice  cream 
mixture  in  various  stages  of  manufacture  or  processing,  and 
a sample  of  the  solution  in  which  the  servers  were  kept,  were 
taken  in  an  endeavour  to  trace  any  fault. 

Of  the  foregoing,  the  soya  flour  and  the  servers  solution 
gave  the  highest  bacteriological  counts. 

Manufacturer  {b)  subjected  his  ice  cream  mixture  to  heat 
treatment  by  boiling,  and  cooling  in  a deep  freezer,  with 
satisfactory  results. 

Meat. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban 
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District,  which  are  only  used  for  occasional  slaughtering. 
A slaughterhouse  is  in  use  at  a local  institution. 

Ten  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  in  1948. 

All  animals  known  to  have  been  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  in  the  district  during  the  year  (except  in  the 
case  of  the  institution)  were  examined.  Close  co-operation 
with  the  local  Food  Office  has  proved  helpful  in  this  respect 
and  an  arrangement  exists  for  information  of  licences  to 
slaughter  issued  by  the  Food  Office  to  be  notified  to  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  regards  the  institution  previously  mentioned,  the 
services  of  the  inspectorial  staff  were  called  for  on  several 
occasions  during  the  year  in  respect  of  post-mortem  examina- 
tions of  doubtful  cases  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  an 
unofficial  arrangement  was  made  for  regular  inspection  of 
all  animals  slaughtered  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.

Samples  of  food  submitted  for  examination  during  the 
year  are  set  out  earlier  in  this  report  under  the  heading, 
Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.”  Of  the  results  I would 
note  the  following  : — 

Butter.  Culture  yielded  a heavy  growth  of  coagulase-positive  Staph, 
aureus  and  a few  colonies  of  Bact.  coli. 

Oatmeal. — Mice  dirts.  Culture  yielded  B.  typhi-murium. 

Synthetic  Cream  Filling. 

(a)  Culture  yielded  a moderate  growth  of  coliform  bacilli,  belong- 
ing to  intermediate  type  I,  and  irregular. 

(b)  Colony  count  1,640,000  per  ml.  Culture  yielded  a scantv 
growth  of  non-fecal  coliform  bacilli  (absent  in  1/lOth  ml.),  a 
moderate  growth  of  Strep,  fa^calis,  and  a heavy  growth  ’ of 
Bact.  alkaligenes. 

(c)  Culture  yielded  a scanty  growth  of  aerobic  spore  bearing  bacilli 
and  a very  heavy  growth  of  Bact.  faecalis  alkaligenes.  Coli- 
forms  of  non-pathogenic  variety. 

{(1)  Plate  count  80,000  per  gr.  Culture  yielded  a heavy  growth  of 
non-lactose-fermenting  coliform  bacilli,  belonging  to  the 
akaligenes  group,  and  of  Str.  faecalis. 

Tin  of  Pears.— -Musty  odour  and  peculiar  taste  due  to  presence  of 
numerous  viable  spores  of  aspergillus  niger,  a common  mould. 

Bunch  of  Grapes.— Surface  covered  with  bluish-white  “dust”  which 
consisted  of  a mixture  of  a compound  of  copper,  probably  copper 
carbonate,  together  with  calcium  carbonate  and  an  insoluble,  earthy- 
material.  Probably  the  residue  of  a horticultural  fungicide.  Pro- 
portion of  copper  on  the  grapes,  apart  from  the  stalks,  amounted 
to  15  parts  per  million  by  weight.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  due  to  a higher  incidence  of  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever.  One  fatal  case  of 
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Polioencephalitis  occurred,  and  there  was  one  abortive  case 
of  Poliomyelitis.  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Fifty  cases  were  notified,  an  increase 
of  twenty-four  cases.  This  increase  is  related  to  the  spread 
of  infection  in  infant  schools,  which  is  difficult  to  suppress 
under  present  conditions  of  maximum  numbers  in  class 
rooms.  The  case  rate  was  1.56  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  1.73  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  disease  was  generally  mild.  There  was  no 

death. 

Diphtheria— No  case  was  notified  during  1948.  The 
district  has  been  free  from  cases  of  Diphtheria  for  three  years 
in  succession,  a result  attributable  to  immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. — Diphtheria  has  not  been 
eliminated.  Carriers  still  exist.  The  possibility  of 
Diphtheria  must  always  be  kept  in  mind  in  the  differential 
diagnosis  of  the  infected  throat.  Early  diagnosis  and  early 
treatment  with  Antitoxin  are  the  principal  safeguards  against 
mortality.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  should  be  administered  by 
medical  practitioners  on  suspicion  of  infection  and  while 
awaiting  bacteriological  confirmation  of  diagnosis.  Ot  er- 
wise,  any  suspected  case  should  be  admitted  to  isolation 
hospital  for  close  observation,  and  to  avoid  any  delay  m 
treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  dramatic  reductions  iri 
general  incidence  and  in  mortality  are  convincing  prooffi  of 
the  value  of  the  service  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  This 
is  a victory,  but  not  a conquest,  and  we  must  consolidate  our 
gains  and  sustain  our  effort.  If  we  are  to  secure  freedom 
from  Diphtheria,  every  baby  must  be  immunised  at  or  before 
the  age  of  1 year,  reinforced  before  entering  school,  and 
reinforced  again  at  the  age  of  8 to  9 years.  Under  t e 
National  Health  Service,  parents  can  make  arrangements  tor 
the  immunisation  of  their  children  directly  with  their  own 
family  doctor.  Application  can  also  be  made  to  the  nearest 
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Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The 
Public  Health  Department,  Chipstead  Road,  Banstead’ 

During  1948  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  372. 
Of  these  327  were  under  5 years  of  age  and  45  were  over 
5 years  of  age.  218  children  were  immunised  at  the  age  of 
one  year,  which  represents  43  per  cent  of  the  children  born 
in  1947.  311  children  received  reinforcing  injections.  At 

the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  children  immu- 
nised against  Diphtheria  was  4,405,  representing  66  per  cent, 
of  the  child  population.  Of  these,  945  were  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  a percentage  of  39,  and  3,460  were  between 

5 and  15  years  of  age,  83  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  this  age 
group. 

Prevention  of  Smallpox. — The  Vaccination  Acts, 
1867  to  1907,  have  been  repealed,  and  infant  vaccination  is 
no  longer  compulsory.  Nevertheless,  infant  vaccination  is 
necessary  as  a first  line  of  defence  against  smallpox.  There- 
fore, a voluntary  scheme  has  been  introduced  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  in  the  belief  that  parents 
will  co-operate  as  readily  in  Vaccination  as  they  have  done 
in  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  Apart  from  the  immediate  pro- 
tection which  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  gives  to  the 
child.  Primary  Vaccination  in  infancy  is  likely  to  have  a 
modifying  effect  on  subsequent  vaccination,  should  this  be- 
come necessary  during  an  emergency  or  be  required  for 
travelling  abroad.  The  best  period  for  the  Vaccination  of  a 
baby  is  between  3 months  and  6 months  of  age.  Vaccination 
can  be  arranged  directly  with  the  family  doctor,  free  of 
charge,  under  the  National  Health  Service,  or  by  application 
:o  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centre,  or  to  the  Medical  Officer 
3f  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department,  Chipstead  Road, 
Banstead.

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Measles. — In  January  an  epidemic  of  Measles  arose  in 
Walton-on-the-Hill.  In  February,  Tadworth  became  in- 
volved and  the  infection  diffused  throughout  the  Urban 
District  during  the  Spring  and  Summer.  Three  hundred  and 
eleven  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  of  104  cases  over  the 
number  in  1947.  The  mildness  of  the  Winter  and  the  early 
advent  of  Spring  favoured  a minimum  of  complications  Six 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  was  no  death.  The 
case  rate  was  9.70  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with 
9.34  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales.

Epidemic  waves  alternate  with  periods  of  quiescence 
during  which  the  number  of  susceptible  children  increases. 
The  continuous  stream  of  susceptible  new  entrants  to  schools 
from  the  protection  of  their  homes  soon  provides  congrega- 
tions of  children  prone  to  epidemic  involvement,  and  liable 
to  carry  infection  to  younger  brothers  and  sisters,  and  to 
infant  playmates.  Prevention  lies  in  the  recognition  of  early 
svmptoms  and  in  the  early  isolation  of  suspected  cases.  The 
early  catarrhal  signs  in  the  eyes,  throat  and  lungs  are  present 
for  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash  appears.  Much  infec- 
tion is  spread  by  'failure  to  recognise  these  early  signs 
Measles  is  a serious  illness,  and  careful  nursing  and  careful 
convalescence  are  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  complication  by 
Pneumonia.  Health  visitors  are  informed  of  all  notihed 
cases,  so  that  they  may  give  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 


Whooping  Cough.— The  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
increased  during  .\pril  and  May  to  reach  epidemic  propor- 
tions in  June  and  July.  One  hundred  and  seventy-three 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  108  cases 
over  the  number  in  1947.  This  case  rate  was  5.39  per  1,000 
of  population  compared  with  3.42  per  1,000  of  population  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  was  no  death.

Whooping  Cough  is  essentially  a disease  of  infant 
children. 


Babies  should  be  protected  from  infection  until  they  are 
older,  and  better  able  to  withstand  the  strain  of  this  prolonged 
and  debilitating  illness.  Twenty-seven  of  the  notified  cases 
were  babies  of  1 year  or  under.  The  potency  of  infection 
within  the  home  is  shown  by  there  being  10  homes  with 
3 cases  and  23  homes  with  2 cases.  Prevention  depends  on 
the  early  isolation  of  suspected  cases,  but  detection  of  the 
primary  catarrhal  phase  is  often  difficult  and  home  conditions 
may  not  permit  of  complete  isolation.  Nevertheless,  when 
whooping  cough  is  prevalent,  mothers  should  observe  their 
children  carefully,  and  try  to  restrict  the  activities  of  any 
child  with  a suspicious  cough  until  medical  advice  has  been 
obtained.  Research  is  proceeding  on  the  efficiency  of 
vaccines  for  immunisation,  and  on  the  finding  of  a specific 
drug  for  the  cure  of  the  disease,  and  gives  hope  of  providing 
some  mitigating  influence  on  the  infectivity  and  severity  of 
the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough  is  liable  to  complication  by  secondary 
infections  of  the  lungs  causing  Pneumonia.  Early  medical 
advice  should  be  sought  to  prevent  mortality,  and  to  avoid 
permanent  impairment  of  the  function  of  the  lungs.  Health 
visitors  are  informed  of  every  notified  case,  so  that  they  may 
give  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 

Cerebro  Spin.al  Fever. — No  case  was  notified. 

PoLiOMYELTis. — One  acute  and  fatal  case  of  Polio- 
encephalitis, a girl  of  15  years,  occurred.  There  was  one 
abortive  case  of  PoliomyelitiiS  with  complete  recovery. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia.— One  case,  of  no  serious  signific- 
ance, was  notified  during  the  year  1948.  The  case  rate  was 
2.18  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  6.89  per  1,000  tota 
births  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  of 
importance  in  the  prevention  of  maternal  mortality.  Medical 
practitioners  should  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  consultant 
bacteriological  and  hospital  services  provided  by  the 
Authority,  and  secure  the  immediate  and  effective  isolation 
of  any  suspected  case  occurring  in  a maternity  home. 


Typhoid  Fever.— Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred 
at  a mental  institution.  A fatal  case  of  Paratyphoid,  an 
a<red  female  resident,  was  reported  from  a menta  institution 

outside  the  Urban  Di.strict.  One  case  of 
a woman  of  18  years,  was  notified,  but  no  source  of  infect 

was  found  within  the  F rban  District. 


Dysentery  .-Three  cases  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  were 
notified.  Two  cases  were  at  an  institution,  and  one  was  a 
visitor  who  had  acquired  the  infection  in  another  distric  .

and  provide  for  cleanliness  of  hands,  cleanliness  of  utensils' 
cleanliness  of  larders  or  food  stores,  and  ensure  freedom 
from  infection  by  mice  and  flies. 

Pneumonia.  In  1948,  of  10  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
Pneumonia,  one  was  notified.
